“ 1 do not, however, anticipate au jr 
su ch contingency . The oi>erarors will 
never pay <*•.♦ cents, the price demanded. 
It wou ld be cheaper for them to cancel 
' all contracts and keep their mines 
closed u ntil the first of next y ear. 
Now* my advice to my fellow miners is 
to accept the recommendation of their 
officers. If they rejecff it they will 
have to fight It ou t to the end, and I 
fear the resu lt. The advance demu iided 
by the miners’ organization is l‘> cents 
a'ton. The proposed comproniiae gives 
u s 11 cents a ton, or 4 cents less than 
ou r demand. 
“The gain to the Ohio miners alone, 
by mu ltiply ing the increase by the 
nu mber of tons produ ced annu ally , 
wou ld amou u t to $1,430,000.

P i t t s b u r g , Sept. 
8 .—The striking 
miners of the Pittsbu rg and Chicago 
Gas Coal company , at Orangeville, one 
and one-half miles from Gastonville, 
on the Wheeling division of the Balti­ 
more au d Ohio railroad, will stay in 
their hou ses a while longer. The at­ 
tempt to evict them failed and resnited 
in a riot. 
When 20 depu ties from Washington, 
Pa., in charge of Chief Depu ty Joseph 
Hemphill, reached Finley ville, they 
were met by a large crowd of strikers 
and forced to retu rn to Gastonville, 
where they took refu ge in the office of 
the company , where they were ke|>t all 
night, stones and bricks being thrown 
at the bu ilding and an occasional shot 
fired. 
Each depu ty was armed with a win­ 
chester rifle and a revolver, bat in 
spite of this the strikers, headed by 
abont 100 Polish women, closed in on 
them and the depu ties received rou gh 
treatment. One depu ty , who left the 
’bu ilding, was driven to Finley ville, 
In the morning the depu ties started 
to march to UrangeviUe. Each man 
carried his Winchester in his hands 
and his revolver w as exposed, bu t the 
weapons had no terrors for the besieg­ 
ers. Headed by the same women, the 
strikers ru shed on the depu ties with 
stones, clu bs and pick handles, and the 
blows fell thick and fast. A nu mber 
of the depu ties were badly inju red. 
They took refu ge in an empty hou se, 
hu t finally agreed to leave town. They 
then retu rned to Gastonville, bu t were 
driven from that place and retu rned to 
Washington. 
David and James Van Eman, mem­ 
bers of the conipaiiy , said that for the 
present at least no more attempts wou ld 
be made to evict the strikers. 
Later D. W. Van Email annou nced 
that he wou ld pay the district pnce, as 
arranged at Colu mbu s.

P ittsburg, Sept. 8.—The striking 
miners of the Pittsburg and Chicago 
Gas Coal company, at Orangeville, one 
and one-half miles from Gastonville, 
on the Wheeling division of the Balti­ 
more and Ohio railroad, will stay in 
their houses a while longer.

tempt to evict them failed and resulted 
in a riot. 
When 20 deputies from Washington, 
Pa., in charge of Chief Deputy Joseph 
Hemphill, reached 
Finleyville, they 
were met by a large crowd of strikers 
and foroed to return to Gastonville, 
where they took refuge in the office of 
the company, where they were kept ail 
night, stones and bricks being thrown 
at the building and an occasional shot 
fired. 
Each deputy was armed with a win­ 
chester rifle and a revolver, bnt in 
spite of this the strikers, headed by 
about IOO Polish women, cloeed in on 
them and the deputies received rough 
treatment.
